The sale will start at 12:30 pm. sharp Tuesday, March 30, 1948. 


LOCATION—The show and sale will be held at the Sioux Empire Fair 
Grounds at the northwest corner of Sioux Falls, South Dakota. The fair grounds 
are located just west of the Sioux River on the west edge of the city near 
the West Soo quarries. It can be reached by taking U. S. Highway 16 or 
S. D. Highway 38. Sioux Falls is served by five railroads, twenty-eight bus 
schedules daily, and by three flights of airplanes each north and south. 


LUNCH will be served on the grounds.

GUARANTEE—All animals to be sold have been tested for T.B. and Bangs, 
and health certificates will be furnished enabling them to go into any state. 

Bulls are guaranteed breeders if not allowed to run with herd when under 
20 months of age. If a bull fails to breed he may be returned to seller in as 
good condition as when bought and if after three months’ trial he fails to 
breed, the animal will be replaced with one of equal value or money re- 
funded.
